Oaims 1-2,4A 10-18 and 20-23 were rejected under 35U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
bemgantidpatedbyWestwoodClWW. The Examiner provided a 
togmysummaryofthereferenceintheofficeaction. For purposes of space, 
AppUcant Witt not repeat the summary here. 

Based on the amendments of independent claims 1 and 15, AppUcan, 
submits that Westwood does not anticipate the present application as it does no, 
Ie ate the features as currently claimed. Claim 1 has been amended to 
incorporate the limitations of now-canceled claims 5-7. Westwood does not 
reci te the features of a frame that comprises a shroud or supports an airstream 
stripper. Thus, independent claims 1 and 15, along with their dependent claims 
2 and 10-18 are allowable. 

Claims 1-6, 13-18 and 20-23 were rejected under 35 US.C. § 102(e) as bemg 
anticipated by Hashizume e. al (US 6^49,119). As is the case above, Hashizume 
does no, antidpate the present application as it does not recite the features as 
currently daimed by independent daims 1 and 15. Hashizume does no, recte 
the feature of a frame that comprises a shroud as disclosed in the present
